Reinsert the Cl-Module and make sure it initializes 
correctly. 
* Check in the menu that the product is detecting the Cl-Module. 
* Check in the menu that you have a valid and working subscription to the channels you wish to view. 
- Ensure that the Cl-Module is not damaged. 


11. Cannot watch pay channels. 
* Check in the menu that you have a valid and working subscription to the channels you wish to view. 
+ Contact your network operator for more information. 


12. Cannot record progammes. 
+ The hard disk is full. Delete unnecessary programmes and make space for new recording. 
* Check if recording is overlapped with another channel. Stop the current recording or wait until the 
recording is finished. 


13. Cannot operate the TSR (Time Shifted Recording). 
+ The TSR may not be available during the recording. Wait until the recording is finished. 
- Delete unnecessary programmes and make space for new recording. 


14. The product makes a humming noise. 
+ The noise is from the fan; the hard disk is operating normally. This kind of noise is inevitable but seldomly 
noticeable. 


15. Cannot playback. 
- To play back the recorded file of a scrambled channel, use the Smartcard. In case it has been a long time 
since you last recorded, this may not work. Contact the product distributor. 
* The signal during the recording may be weak or the hard disk too full. 


16. Cannot change channel while recording. 
+ Certain channels may not be changed due to restriction of the tuner type. 


17. How can I receive new channels? 

To receive new channels please perform an Automatic search in the Installation menu and they will be 
added to the channel list, please refer to the Installation section of your manual. If channels change 
position you will need to carry out a Default Setting in the Installation menu : 

1. Press MENU button.

18. There is picture but no sound on my PVR.

19. My remote control does not have all of the functions that are displayed in the User Manual. 
* The PVR remote has a slide down section on the bottom third of the remote where additional buttons are 
available. 
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20. When I try to edit a recording | am unable to use the 6 function buttons on the bottom left of 
the screen. 
- To use these buttons press the PAUSE button on the remote control, then use the arrows to navigate to 
the function buttons. 


21. 1am trying to download the software via my PC but it will not start. 
- When you receive the message “Waiting for Humax connection’a on your PC, make sure that the cables 
from the PC to the PVR are connected, and then power the PVR on from the rear ON/OFF switch. 


22.1 get a message “E-OS” (or E-05) on the front display every morning. 
* This message will appear when the PVR has tried to download the software automatically but the 
download has been corrupt or failed. To resolve the issue see the instructions on how to carry outa 
Default Setting. When the update is released again the PVR will update automatically. 


23. The Installation menu is greyed out when | access the menu. 
* Itis not possible to access the Installation menu when you are playing back a recording or when a 
recording is in progress. You will need to stop the playback/recording to access the menu. 


24. When I switch my PVR on | receive the E-AC error message. 
* This error is caused by corrupt Application software; see the Software Download section for more 
information. 


25. When | access the menu | no longer have a record icon in the menu, instead the menu options 
start with Preferences and Games appear at the bottom? 
* When the recording icon does not appear in the menu then the HDD has not initialised on start-up. 
Power off the PVR from the rear ON/OFF switch for 2 minutes and then power on again. If the record 
option is still no longer available please contact the Customer Helpline. 


26. How do! change channels on the PVR? 
There are several ways to change channels, see the Channel Change instructions for more information: 


1. Enter the channel number using the numeric keypad on the remote control. 

2. Using the CH+ and CH- buttons on the remote. 

3. Press the OK or LIST button on the remote to display the channel list, use the & or V arrows to navigate 
through the list, press OK to change to the channel you require 


27. The Time on my PVR is not correct. 
* Goto MENU > PREFERENCES ~ TIME SETTINGS menu and change the GMT OFFSET in 1 hour intervals 
until the correct time is displayed. If the time is only several minutes incorrect then this may be an issue 
from the transmitter as the time is detected from the Digital Signal. 


28. When my PVR is connected | am not able to receive any/all of the channels on my TV. 
+ Check that you have a RF (coaxial) cable connected from the TV/VCR output on the PVR to the aerial 
input of your TV set. 
« Ifthe problem is experienced when the PVR-9300T is placed in Standby mode, then please access 
MENU > PREFERENCES > MISCELLANEOUS SETTINGS > POWER SAVING IN STANDBY - switch this option 
OFF so that the signal will be passed through to the TV when in Standby mode. 


29. My EPG takes a long time to load each time | switch the PVR on. 

+ The PVR does not store the EPG information in standby or powered off, instead it refreshes the 
information each time you switch on. The time take to populate all of the information may depend on the 
channel you are tuned to, it is recommended to go to BBC 1 where the information will be downloaded 
quicker. 
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30. | receive the message “Antenna Power has short-circuited”. 
- To resolve this problem please access MENU > INSTALLATION (enter your password as 0000 if you have 
not changed it), then switch the Antenna Power option to OFF, finally Exit the menu and the message will 
no long be displayed. 


31. How to I receive new channels?

32.1 have received Analogue channels on my exiting TV without problems but | am not receiving 
any/all of the Digital channels? 
+ The Analogue and Digital channels will not be sent in the same manor and at times will be sent from 
different transmitters. You cannot compare the Analogue channels signal/quality to the Digital channels. 
Please check that you are in a Freeview coverage area (www.dtg.org.uk or www.freeview.co.uk). You may 
be required to have your exiting aerial upgraded to receive digital channels. 


33. When | press the TEXT or RED button the digital Telextext/Interactive menu does not appear? 
Follow the steps below: 
* Check if the facility is working on a different channel and then try the channel you wish to use 
+ Press GUIE or MENU and then EXIT and then after 10 seconds try to function again 
- Power off the PVR for 30 seconds and then restart it and try the facility again 


34.1 am unable to access the EPG when | am playing back a recording 
+ The EPG is not available when playing a recording, stop the recording and go to a live TV channel where

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13.5 Glossary 


1. 


Aerial 
A device that collects and amplifies electromagnetic waves. Also called “Antenna” 


2. Coaxial cable 
A specially designed and shields cable that can transport signals with high frequency 
3. Frequency 
The property of a signal measured in cycles per second (=Hz). 
4. FTA (Free- To-Air) 
An unscrambled broadcast allowing customers to view channels or services without paying any subscription. 
5. HDD (Hard Disk Drive) 
The primary computer storage medium, which is made of one or more aluminum or glass platters, 
coated with a ferromagnetic material 
6. MUX 
The transmitter/frequency/channel where the programme provider/operator transmit a package of 
digital channels/services. Usually there are several MUX frequencies with different or same content. 
7. Network 
The collection of channels/services that a programme provider/operator offer. These services may be 
transmitted from one or several MUXes. In the transmitted data stream the operator may transmit a service 
information table(network information) that informs the Product about all available services in the network. 
8. OSD (On Screen Display) 
OSD displays the basic information necessary for the users to configure monitor or TV settings. OSD 
information may include brightness, contrast, tuning, RGB adjustment, and screen size and position 
9. OTA (Over The Air) 
A standard for the transmission of software for equipment, through a broadcast system. Manufacturers 
reserve the right for deciding the release of the software for their products. 
10. PIP (Picture In Picture) 
A function that allows you to display 2 different TV channels (or TV inputs) on one screen. 
11. PVR (Personal Video Recorder) 
Video recorder that can record and play back programmes directly using the embedded hard disk drive(s). 
12. RF (Radio Frequency) 
Television signals are modulated onto RF signals and are then demodulated by your television's or STB’s tuner. 
13. SCART 
A 21-pin connector standard to connect two pieces of Audio-Visual equipment such as aTV and a VCR. 
Each device will have a 21-pin female connection; a cable with male connection at both ends is used 
for connecting the devices. 
14. S/PDIF (Sony/Philips Digital Interface format) 
A standard format for the transfer of digital audio signals. It allows the transfer of digital audio between 
two devices without any conversion to and from analogue, which could degrade the signal quality. 
15. Trick-Play 
Pause, Fast Forward/Fast Rewind, Slow Motion, Instant Replay, Commercial Skip, Repeat A-B. 
16. TSR (Time Shifted Recording) 
A function that record the present programme temporarily to support trick-play.
